“AND I would get rid of big 
business athletics. If | were pres 
ident of a great university to 
morrow I would say that hence. 
forth there would be no more big 
football games with tickets for $6. 

“I would restore athietics to 
the many. I would do it by mak- 
ing it a rule that only those whe 
had actually taken part in cok 
lege athletics could attend the 
games after they had graduated, 

“In brief | would make athiet- 
ies once thore for the many, f 
would reduce college snobbery, 
economize on the terrible present 
waste of time and money in 4 
college education, cut out all of 
the distracting forces that are 
making’ amusement parks out of 
our colleges. Men would still 
play football, they would still 
dance. BUT they wouldn't play 
football and dance to the pre 
eminent exclusion of a practidal, 
useful training in knowledge and 
character.

As one actively interested in 
university education, I welcome 
the criticism of Mr. Babson, but 
no scientist or practical business 
man would sanction his conclu- 
sions. Simply because you feel 
something is wrong with an insti- 
tution, is no justification for urg- 


ing its destruction on the basis of | 


personal criticism. 

The university system is a liv- 
ing, growing, changing thing. It 
has existed in this country for 
nearly 300 years. Those who bave 
directed it have tried their best to 
keep it abreast of the times, and 
take account of future develop 
ment and future trend in national 
life by formulating university poli- 
cles to that end. 

Ip the last analysis democracy 
justifies itself. It may err, it may 
blunder, it may utilize the proc 
esses of trial over years, rather 
than the studied processes of the 

statistician in the field of mathe 
matics. Slowly and humanly 
democracy evolves. 

The university system of this 
country is a product of our 
democracy. It follows sometimes. 
it leads sometimes, and sometimes 
it keeps abreast, but its life has 
_ been the life of America, it has 
‘Bot been an isolated entity in our 


social and national life. 
' The university system has af- 
forded leadership to America in 
all lines of endeavor. Mr. Babson 
has but to refer to the last issue 
of “Who's Who in America” to be 
convinced that approximately 70 
per cent of the men and women 
recorded are college people. He 
refers to the fact that certain 
scientific discoverers and inven- 
tors come from sources outside of 
That is true. No 
educator ever contended that the 
_ university had a monopoly on edu- 
cation or capacity for brains. 
That is not the American system. 


On the other hand, invention 
comes through the application of 
basic laws in the field of natural 
sciences. Those laws have for 
the most part been evolved 
through the slow, scientific proc- 
esses of the university laboratory. 
The scientist worked not for gain 
or for immediate profit or fame; 
he labors in the name of science, 
as a contributor, that his efforts 
may be, by some one, adapted to 
the furtherance of the cause of

Germany Turns to Russia 


One of the most potent aids to 
expansion in air power that Rus- 
sia has utilized is the readiness 
of Germany to find a place in the 
sun seronautically, so to speak, 
due to the restricting supervision 
of German aircraft industries by 
the Allied Committee of Control 
acting under the provisions of 
the Versailles Treaty. Unable to 
build and operate planes of any 
appreciable size within her bor- 
ders, Germany turned to Russia 
and built in that country, espe 
cially in Moscow, tremendous 
factories and engineering estab- 
lishments and has been turning 
out planes of gigantic size along 
with smaller flying units for mill- 
tary and naval purposes. Russia 
has profited mightily under the 
terms of the Russo-Germanic 
commercial treaty and in air 
matters has won a place among 
the European powers which is 
causing the statesmen of West- 
ern Europe much apprehension. 
The announcement that Dr. Jun- 
kers, from his Russian headquar- 
ters at Moscow, would operate 
under a contract with the soviet 
government an air line from. 
Leningrad to Tokio was not the 
least factor in the “Watch Rus- 
sia" campaigns set 
eourts. 


From the armistice until mid- 
summer of 1923 German aviation 
was all but annihilated within 
the boundaries of the German 
republic. The provisions of the 


flight 
had been immense prior to and 
during the World War and, inase 
much as one cannot regulate or 
stop through governmental proo 
lamation the activity of human 
brains, the scientists in Germany 
who have been devoting their 
talents to aeronautics, barred 
from development in design and 
manufacture, redoubled their ef- 
forts along ‘he lines of investi- 
gation and research, while under 
the guise of student activities 
German aviators carried on ex- 
tensive experimentation with 
gliders or motoriess planes. — 


Capital Went Abroad 

Those aviation concerns which 
had built up enormous establish- 
ments during the war and which 
were threatened with financial 
ruin sought fields ontside of Ger- 
many. Not only did they invade 
Russia, but three companies, the 
Aero-Lloyd, Zeppelin Airship 
Company and the Junkers organ- 
ization, invaded Europe, Asia and 
America. The Zeppelin Com- 
pany and, allied plane manufac- 
turing concerns went to Italy 
and Spain and the United States. 
Dr. Junkers, perhaps the most 
able aeronautic engineer and 
manufacturer in Europe, has ér- 
ganized lines in the countries 
bordering the Baltic, in Russia, 
Germany, the Balkans (including 
Greece,) in Turkey, the Dutch 
East Indies, the famous line from 
Barranquilla to Bogota in the 


- United States of Colombia, and 


has under organization lines in 
China, Siam and the United 
States. Further, the Germans 
through these companies have 
completed arrangements with En- 
gland, Spain and Russia for 
through lines from the British 
Isles to cities on the north, east 
and south rim of Europe.

Italy Has German Planes 


It is a question whether any 


such extensive aviation ventures 
would have been undertaken by 
Germany had she been allowed 
to conduct operations within her 
own borders prior to 1923. As it 
is, most of the long-distance lines 
now being operated in Italy are 
using German-built planes turned 
out in German factories in Italy, 
these factories employing German 
skilled labor. Owing to the na- 
ture of the lines in operation and 
the necessity of carrying large 
loads, the Germans have confined 
themselves almost exclusively to 
the manufacture of all-metal 
planes, which are not only ex- 
ceedingly efficient aerodynamic 
ally; but are economical with ref 
erence to upkeep. The most suc- 
cessful all-metal planes are those 
of the Junkers company, the de 


the all-wing design carry their 
engines, fuel and spare parts in 
the wings, and being multiple- 
engined repairs can be made on 
engines en route owing to the 
fact that the engines have suf- 
ficient power to permit one of 
three or two of four being out 
of commission at a time, the 
plane proceeding ag though noth- 
ing had happened. In this devel- 
opment Dr. Junkers has pointed 
a way toward the ultimate de 
velopment in commercia? planes. 
| Recognizing the fundamental 
differences between commercial 
and military aircraft, the British, 
with their usual thoroughness, 
even before the World War, took 
steps to regulate and license air- 
craft construction and operation. 
Indeed, they turned their efforts 
toward providing aviation with 
basic law upon ay international 
scope. This naturally led to the 
enactment of regulatory legisla- 
tion immediately after the war. 
The practical effect of all this 
has been to assist commercial 
aviation to recognize the neces- 
sity of rigid f{nspection and regn-

Instead of fettering the devel- 
opment of German aviation, the 
restrictions imposed by the Allies 
have, caused the German people 
to go ahead and do everything 
@within th-& power, and within 
the restrictions, to demonstrate 
that Germany in the air intends 
to have its place at all times. 

The Germans today lead in air 
service. The casualties last year 
were only three among the 100. 
000 passengers carried. This is 
practically a record of 100 per 
cent efficiency and safety and 
demonstrates that travel by air- 
plane is safer than transporta- 
tion on land or sea. 


The Versailles Treaty, in addi- 
tion to placing restrictions upon 
German machines, permitted Al- 
lied machines to fly over Ger- 
many for a certain period, after 
which it was stipulated that a 
definite agreement would be 
reactied between the Allied coun- 
tries ‘and Germany. This period, 
however, expired without any 
agreement being reached, and 
Germany's first step in retalia- 
tion for the restrictions imposed 
was to forbid her airways to all 
Allied machines which differed 
from the type imposed upon Ger- 
many by the Versailles Treaty. 


Airlanes Open to All 
As ‘a consequence, the French 
air lite connecting Paris with the 
Balkan States was unable to fly 
over German territory and had to 
go over the Swiss mountains in- 
stead; Only this year, however, 
the Allies, realizing that Germany 
had évaded the restrictions im-

The Point Vicente ligh 
stands on a bluff 126 feet above 
the sea. The tower rises sixty- 
five feet high. The revolving lens, 
while not the largest used by the 
government lighthouse service, is 
of great precision and quality. A 
500-watt lamp is used which, in 
conjunction with the third order 
Fresnel] lens, gives a light of 800,- 
000-candle power. Light is thrown 
more than twenty miles out to 
sea. Electric motors cause the 
lens to revolve about the immense 
tungsten globe in such a way that 
two flashes are seen every twenty 
seconds, and this is the “charac 
teristic” by which Point Vicente 
is known to all mariners. 

Electricity for the plant is pro- 
duced by two engines burning oi! 
and distillate, and huge storage 
batteries may also be drawn upon 
in case both engines should get 
vowed of commission the same 


When there is fog, which is 
seldom, a fog whistle is put into 
operation. This is operated by 
compressed air, which is produced

air is released into the whistle by 
a tiny afr motor. The “chaYacter- 
istic” of the Vicente fog whistle 
is a short blast of one second, si- 
lence for two seconds, then a 
longer blast of four seconds, then 
silence for fifty-three seconds. 


Having no'rocky cliffs to climb, 
no treacherous seas to navigate 
and no other particularly heroic 
acts to perform, what does the 
Point Vicente lighthouse keeper 
do? 


Briefly stated, he and his assist- 
ants see t everything is kept 
running in tip-top shape. There 
is not a great deal of manual la- 
bor, nor hazardous activity in- 
volved in this work, but a tre- 
mendous amount of painstaking 
diligence is required. The engines 
must be kept in perfect working 
order, the stbrage batteries must 
be kept fully charged. The ma- 


. chinery must be kept thoroughly 


otled. Seventy pounds of air pres- 
sure must be kept in the storage 
tank. The entire plant must be 


kept as cleah as the deck of a 


ship. The light must go on at 
sundown day without fail 
and burn with never a flicker until 
sunrise the text day. A meticu- 
lous record must be kept even of 
the most fommonplace facts. 
Each of the three men's tour of 
duty conssts ef four hours on and 
eight hours off. About every five 
minutes of thé four hours he takes 
his pen in hard and makes a nota- 


lyzed, verified and cross indexed 
that even an itinerant zephyr that 
strays from its course is apt to get 
written up in the account of the 
day's doings. The operation of 
the fog whistle is recorded auto- 
matically. Although the records 
are so minute that the superin- 
tendent, when he makes his fre- 
quent tours of inspection, can 
check back and ascertain for a 
given day which pilot cell was in 
use, what specific gravity it regis- 
tered, how fast the engine on the 
right hand side was running at 
9:52 p.m. Sunday night, and even 
how many cupsful of distilled wa- 
ter was added to the battery a 
week ago Friday.

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INSUFFICIENT IN NUMBERS 


Outbreak of War Would 
Find Us in a Similar 
Position to That of 
1917 When It Took a 
Year and Millions of 
Dollars to Get Ready 
for Production 


by June 20, 1926, the 


Deficit remaining after deliv- 
ery of fiscal year 1926 purchases:

It must be kept in mind that 
this “deficit” as figured by the 
air service was on the peace-time 
footing. No one has estimated 
what the “deficit” would be fn 
the event of sudden war but from 
what is known of the airplane 
development in other nations, the 
United States 
would lack many thousands of 
planes. 


War Funds “Wasted” 


At the outset of America’s en- 
try into the World War, an 
alarmed and suddenly liberal 
Congress appropriated $625,000, 


unquestionably 


000 for hurried creation of an air 
service. These vast sums were 
virtually wasted in experimenta- 
tion, the standardization of mo 
tors, the construction of planes 
that would not fly at a time when 
they were needed over the front- 
line trenches in France. There 
was nation-wide concern and re 
crimination over the “lack of 
preparedness.” This unprepared- 
ness included the lack of trained 
personnel, a personnel woefully 
required along the battle lines. 

We must either prepare to de 
fend ourselves against attack or 
the moral force of this country 
must be exerted to compel other 
nations to Mmit the building of 
fighting planes, codify rules of 
aerial warfare, and make impos- 
sible the bombing of defenseless 
cities. Otherwise civilization 
will be ruthlessly destroyed in 
the next conflict. A further con- 
ference on limitation of arma- 
ments is an international neces- 
sity. The immediate unification 
of our air services is a great na 
tional need. 


No startlingly new invention 
has ever been perfected s0 
swiftiy as that of the airplane. 
The Wright Brothers made their 
first successful experiment in 
1903 at Kitty Hawk, N. C. 

Only twenty-three years, and 
now every country in the world 
has heard the throbbing pulse of 
the swift-winged man-bird. Abys- 
sinia, Siam, Mesopotamia, Pgypt, 
Siberia, the plains of Tibet, 
South Africa, the North Pole, 
the highest mountain ranges, the 
most desolate plains, all have 
seen, like the prophet, a cloud in 
the air not larger than a man's 
hand, that means a vast onsweep- 
ing storm of flying craft which 
will overspread the heavens by 
day and spangle them by night— 
swift messengers of commerce 
or war.

She is 
urging her people, and her people 
are urging the government, to 
become the fastest and strongest 
nation of flyers in the world. 
France has already outstripped 
the world in the development of 
aircraft. She has almost ten 
planes to England's one, which 
she could put into the air. She 
is building more, and plans to 
carry passengers and express 
and freight from her shores to 
all countries of the world 
through the air. Germany is 
again building Zeppelins and 
multimotored planes, and is us- 
ing her marvelous mechanical 
genius to develop new and more 
effective airplanes.

The Celebration 
On Christmas Day, 1925, the

Is Asthma a Disease? 

There are many unique theories on the 
causes of asthma. 

8. Wesley Martin, who periodically con- 
tributes his welcome manuscript to this de- 
partment, presents a most interesting 
hypothesis on this subject. — 

His statement that the functional failure 
of the diaphragm is responsible for asthma 
carries a large gist of truth. Scientists who 
have genuinely studied this subject know 
that there is diaphragmatic wiaiacraterendal 
or failure in asthma. 

There is no doubt but that the cure of | 
asthma is intimately associated with normal 
diaphragm function. 

“The medical diagnosis of asthma is that 
it is a condition, the cause of which has not 
yet been ascertained. The dictionary says 
asthma is ‘a shortness of breath, intermit- 
ting difficulty of breathing, with cough, and 
wheezing.’ 

“When a vocal student begins his studies 
he always has to attend to the breathing 
first. Breath pressure is absolutely the most 
essential requisite of a singer, and some stu- 
dents, even if not asthmatic, are decidedly 
short of breath. 


“Vocal teachers do not send these stu- 


‘dents to the “doctors for medicine, serum” 
treatments or quack remedies. They teach 
them to use the diaphragm for increasing 
the breath pressure. | 

“Why won't asthmatics use their common

Our tinsmith, Svend Hansen, had made a 
pipe for the little stove which was set up in 
the middle of the room.

That evening we had our first little party 
in our new house. The steward treated us 
to seal steak and many other good things, 
not to forget schnapps and cigars. ; 

Next day, October eleventh, Chief Engl- 
neer Rostgaard and his workmen went 
about building hand sleds. We had already 
arranged that as soon as the expedition 
should start our company would divide into 
seven teams of three men each, of which 
each gave up a man a day to drag the boat. 
We should therefore need seven sleds for 
the teams besides one for the little white 
motor yawl, the engine of which was taken 
out to lessen the weight. 


On Saturday, October thirteenth; our 
eight sleds were as good as finished, and 
we made a little trial trip with the boat 
on the special sled that was built for it. 
The test was successful, but our ice floe 
was so level, and the track so good that it 
did not give us a trustworthy picture of 
conditions we might meet later. 

It was on the afternoon of October fif- 


teenth that we noticed the first unmistak- 


able signs of our position. We felt the 
ocean swell. The ice suddenly began to 
rise and fall, so gently at first that we paid 
little attention te it, but little by little the 
grew stronger. 

At regular intervals the floes drew apart 
about a yard or so, ‘to sweep back and be 
sucked together with the sound of deadened 
silence. I have never seen a stranger 


hour’s time. When we came to examine 
our ice field, we discovered that one corner 
of it had broken loose, and that the south- 
erly part was cracked. No damage was 
done to the side of the floe on which our 
house lay, but we had seen enough of the 
effect of the swell to watch for its reappcear- 
ance with anxious foreboding. 

After a week of good weather, during 
which we could get all our outdoor work 
done unhindered, Monday, October  six- 
teenth, brought a northeast snowstorm and 
imprisoned us indoors. The sentries out- 
side alternated all day long. As far as the 
restricted space permitted, we worked at our 
own. private outfits inside the house. 


We were very cozy and comfortable tor 
the two or three days of the storm and paid 
little attention to the uproar in the ele- 
rents outside. 

The wind let up on Wednesday, the eight- 
eenth of October, the air was fairly 
clear. There were a number of icebergs 
around us, which we mistrusted of a desire 
to' ram us. But we got off with the fright 
this time and sailed away from them, as 
we were drifting with greater rapidity. 

The watch were busy all that evening re- 
connoitering for bear, as they had been 
hailed from the house several times with 
the information that there was something 
rustling and scratching in one corner, and 
what else could it be but bear?

Our poor floe was enduring some rough 
treatment. A full quarter ef it had been 
torn loose behind the house, and it- was 
cracked through parallel with the break 
under the house It did not look as if we 
had lost much as yet, but there was no 
knowing how long the house would stand 
the blows which were being hammered 
against our bit of ice. 

It had an awkward look, and no one dared 
foretell what would happen.

Our former proud estate of over an acre 
and a half was now cut up into seven or 
eight city lots.

Los Angeles County “Ag Club” Year Closes—Members Learn Lessons 
of Value to Themselves and Others—Boys and Girls 
Earn Surprising Profits in Their Work 


HE boy and girl members of Los As- 
geles county’s agriculture clubs have 


completed another big year. The 
quality and the value of the efforts put 
forth and of the results attained have 


equaled those of any other year since this 
type of junior agricultural activity began 
here. There has been much fun, to be 
sure, but there has been a great deal of 
hard work, as well. Calves, chickens and 
rabbits have been cared for and crops have 
been grown, by peppy youngsters equipped 
with feed pails, hoes, rakes and accounting 


If some fairy would wave a magic wand 


- and all the club members actively engaged 


in some sort of project work in Los Ange- 


__ Jes county for the past year would sudden- 


ly appear with the animals they cared for 
and the crops they grew, it would make a 
fairly well stocked ranch. Out in the cor- 
rals calves would bawl for their lunches; 


‘in the poultry yards hens would be scratch- 


ing industriously; rabbits would hop about 


in their hutches, and down beyond the barn 


many rows of onions, corn, beans, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes,- strawberries, watermelons, 


peanuts, tomatoes and lettuce would be 


found growing thriftily. There would be a 


patch equal to seventeen home gardens, and 
the front yard would be laid out according 
to an improved landscape design, with flow- 
ers blooming in their places and shrubs 
planted in proper grouping. 

During the year which closed on Novem- 
ber 30, Los Angeleg county club members — 
raised thirteen calves. Their 1482 hens 
laid over 6957 dozen eggs and netted the 
young owners a profit of $882.53; 462 out of 
612 baby chicks were raised to maturity; 617 
rabbits from eighty-one litters were brought 
up at a cost of $573.85 and sold for $862.25. 
Besides the livestock, poultry activities, 
profits were shown in other projects. In 


' the county there were 259 “ag club” mem- 


bers and of this number 142 boys and 
eighteen girls completed their projects and 
submitted reports of the work they did. 


“4-H” CLUB WORK 


Agricultural club work is conducted by in 


the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and the land grant colleges, under pro- 
visions of the Smith-Lever Act. It is es- 
sentially educational in character. It ie a 
part of the National agricultural extension 
service, and the colleges and local agencies 


_ co-operate in organizing and conducting the 


clubs in rural communities. The outstand- 
ing characteristic of club work is that each 


. member conducts a substantial activity de- 


signed to show better practice on the farm, 
in the home or in the community. Each 
club member igs expected to keep a record 
of the work done and make a final report. 
The emblem is a four-leafed clover, each 
leaf bearing an “H”. The initials stand for 


_ the work of “head, heart and hand,” with 


“health” as the basis of it all. 


In each State where the work is conduct- 
ed, it is organized through the land grant 
college and from them takeyg into the vari- 
ous counties, with county club leaders in 
charge. In the vari communities meet- 
ings are held, sometimes in the schools, 
where the clubs are formed. The ages of 
members run from ten to twenty years, and 
club groups consist, as nearfy as is found 
possible, of from ten to twenty members. 
Each club ig organized with officers chosen

from the membership and with an adult 
leader to aid in their work. They meet 
from time to time, conducting the meetings 
along parlimentary lines; the social side of 
life is not neglected. 

Club work requires some co-operation on 
the part of the parents, but usually, when 
this is once given, it grows rapidly. Often 
the frowning father, who at first begrudges 08 
the time the boy takes on hig own little 
patch of ground, ultimately Volunteers as a 
leader of a project. 

The principle of club work is to “learn 
by doing.” The work is directed and su- 
pervised by local leader, county club leader, 


extension agent or other grown person, but 
the actual work is done by the boy or girl. 
The element of rivalry enters clubs and 


Agricultural Extension Service 


competition in carrying out projects is keen 
as between members of the same club, be- 
twéen neighbor clubs and so on. The 
youngsters are urged to exhibit at local, 
county and State fairs, and training in ex- 
hibiting is a part of the course. Some are 
trained to put on demonstrations and ex- 


There are a aumber of projects available 
for boy and girl members of agricultural 
clubs. These vary in different Iidcalities, 
being patterned after the agricultural ac- 
tivities of the community. Calf and pig 
clubg are almost universal, and field crops, 
gardens and home economics are familiar 
projects.

Made From Citrus Fruits.

Y-PRODUCTS and what is done with 
B tiem has often as much of an influ 
ence on the success of an industry as 
what a man does with his leisure has to do 
with his success in life. The utilization of 


‘waste has an enormous effect on the prof- 


its. I once knew a Carolina rice grower 

whose fortunes turned when he discovered 

that his waste straw could be used as fuel 
his factory 


Southern California concerned themselves 
only with the marketing of fruit in boxes. 
Ne particular thought was given to the de- 
licious products to be had by processing 
the fruit, and the part of the crop not quite 
good enough to ship was wasted. They 
have a better use for culls these days than 
dumping them, for by-products plants mak- 
ing citric acid, oils and pulp stock feeds 
are using an enormous tonnage of the fruit 
that doesn’t measure up to standard. More 
and more attention is being given, also, to 
the fruit confections and other “fancy” 
products that can be made from the orange, 
grapefruit and lemon, although it is doubt- 
ful if we have even begun to realize the 
possibilities in this field. We to whom the 
orange is a commonplace do not realize the 
appeal which this golden fruit of poetry 
and romance has for the imaginations 

those in less favored climes. 

What may be done with a variety of cit- 
rus fruits is revealed at our fairs and citrus 
shows, where fruit by-products exhibits of 
one kind and another are generally to be 
geen. There is always marmalade, of 
course—every woman able to do anything 
at all with preserves and jellies makes it. 


The lemon pie is an inviting bit in every 
cookery display. And there is almost al- 
ways a collection of citrus delicacies, in 
jars and glasses, while citrus confections 
are also commonly shown. These latter re- 
veal what a few are doing by way of ex- 
tend " the usefulness of fruits, the very 
names of which are something to conjure 
with in parts of the world. It is true that 
fine citrus confections, at least, are being 
popularized by the California Christmas 
packages that go east by the tens of thou- 
sands each Holiday season, but the year- 
‘round commercial possibilities of these 
dainties have probably not been scratched. 

No one has seen Mrs. H. M. Barton’s an- 
nial exhibit at San Bernardino’s National 
Orange Show but hag been astonished at 
the amazing variety and beautiful color and 
form of the various candied fruits, translu- 
cent jellies, and other delectable confec- 
tions made with citrus fruits, which this 
lady displays.

Rabbit Dealer Scores 
Promotion Schemes 


ANAHEIM.—With thirty States of the 
Union and three provinces in Canada rep 
resented by almost 300 delegates, the anntu- 
al convention of the American Rabbit and 
Cavy Breeders Association was held here 
December 7 to 11. It was described by W. 
H. Blair‘ of lowa, chairman of the board of 
directors of the association, as the finest 
convention ever held by the na*ional body. 
This was the first convention of the nation- 
al rabbit association ever held in California. 
Among the varioug breeders’ organizations 
holding special sessions during the meet 
were the American Chinchilla Rabbit Breed- 


! ers, the American Federation of New Zea- 


land Breeders and the American Checkered 
Giant Club. 

The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: J. S. Bales, Springfield; 
Ill., president; Ed H. Stahl, Holmspark, Mo., 
(retiring president,) vice-president; H. Wey- 
gandt, Chicago, secretary; Miss N. M,. Fiu- 
herty, Chicago, treasurer; W. H. Blair, La- 
mona, Iowa, chairman, and H. B. Swalley, 
Nebraska City, Neb., Mrs. F. N. Leach, Stone 
ham, Mass., John C. Fehr and Lewis Griffin, 
Colorado Springs, Colo., directors. 

Herman Pelphrey, Los Angeles rabbit 
dealer, denounced “get-rich-quick” promot- 


ers in the rabbit business at the annual 
“banquet held the evening of December 8. 


He said the system of stimulating the 
wholesale breeding of rabbits on the claim 
of “easy money” to be obtained from pelts, 
was flooding the market with rabbit meat 
and ruining peices. “High market stand- 
ards which assure good returns to the 
breeder are built up by-the big legitimate 
middlemen, but unless these men can vir- 
tually control a given market, their efforts 
to maintain good prices will be vain, and 
chaos and ruin for the breeder will result,” 
said Mr. Pelphrey. He declared that the 
individual breeder who sells his rabbits to 
nondescript dealers who make a practice of 


cutting the market price, or sells them & 


himself at less than the market price, is vir- 
tually cutting his own throat. The supply 
of rabbit meat in Los Angeles now exceedg 
the demand he said, and the breeder faces 


—_ the necessity of either cutting down produc. 


tion or finding a new market. A prejucice 
still exists against rabbit meat in the East, 
according to Mr. Pelphrey, and those mar- 
kets do nat offer a profitable field for the 
California breeder. The large middleman, 
he said, had established the rabbit along 
with poultry and other products on the Los 
Angeles Produce Exchange.

This is only natural, 
in fact, it would be suicidal for the poultry- 
man to discard a hen that, for example, had 
records of 250 eggs in her first year, 200 
eggs in her second year and 180 eggs in her 
third year, because hens that produce such 
records are scarce, and should go into the 
breeding yards in order to build up flock 
production. On the other hand, some 
breeders allow nothing but birds with stand- 
ard qualifications to enter their breeding 
pens. This is well and good if the aim is 
to secure blue ribbons only. Mr. Milligan 
is going a step further, however, and in- 
sists on type plus heavy production. While 
it is not all smooth sailing, he is confident

Loe Amgeles County Board of Super- 
by County Horticultural Com- 
. @ifesioner Harold J. Ryan, discusses the 
subject of the reduced agricultural area in 
the county. While there has been a dimin- 
ishment in the number of acres used for 
agricultural purposes, the loss, according 
to Mr. Ryan, has been chiefly in grain and 
truck crop land, and the actual reductien in 
‘citrus and other tree fruit acreage has been 
comparatively smafil. But a change las 
come and it has increased rather than re- 
duced the work of the horticultural commis- 
sioner’s office. Many of the large orchard 
properties have been cut up into smaller 
ones. The big orchard of frem 60 to 100 
acres usually attends efficiently to its own 
pest problems, but when it is divided into 
five and ten-acre orchards with several own- 
ers, many of them newcomers and unfamil- 
jar with the need for proper pest control, 
the work of the county horticultural office 
forces is much more vital and much great-

bearing fruit trees and vines. This is a de- 
crease of 1652 acres from the previous fiscal 
year. During the year closed 1828 acres 
‘were set out to orchard and vineyard, wal- 
nuts leading with 585 acres. The report 
shows 514 acres set to Valencia oranges, 
221 to grapes, 195 to figs and 100 to peaches. 
In fruit acreage taKen out of production 
during the fiscal year, principally by sub- 
division, 633 acres of apricots, 603.of peach- 
- es, 5383 of walnuts, 332 of.lemons, 368 of 
Mavel oranges and 354 of Valencias are 


The increase in the number of property 
owners has been followed logically by in- 
creased incoming shipments of horticultural 
material. The horticultural commissioner's 
office inepected 65,400 parcels during the fis- 
cal year—44 per cent more than for the 
year preceding. Inspections were main- 
tained at almost 700 nurseries, and it is rec- 
Ognized that this growing tide of received 
fruit, nursery stock and the like is adding 
te the danger of importing pests. 

; THE WAR ON PESTS 

Citrus tree pests, chiefly of acale Insects, 
require more attention than any others. 
Both fumigation and spraying have been 
practiced. Spraying was found to be appar- 
ently more effective in general than fumi- 
gation, but a combination of the two meth- 
ods seemed to prove most deadly. Infesta- 
tion by black seale was lighter in the spring 
of 1926 than in the previous spring, prob- 
ably due to thorough preceding treatment. 
From April 1, 1925, to March 31, 1926, 18, 
259 acres of citrus @6rchards were fumigat- 
ed chiefly tor black scale, and 23,252 acres 
were sprayed during the same period. For 
the preceding period about the same acre- 
‘age was fumigated, but only ames acres 
were sprayed.

The cost of operation of the insectary for 
the fiscal year was $16,445.06, and the re 
turns from the sale of the ladybirds at 1 
cent each to growers, was $19,203. There 
was a deficit from preceding years of oper- 
ation of the insectary, but this profit re- 
duced it considerably, and as about one- 
third of the materials on hand have not yet 
shown returns, an actual credit balance is 
estimated. 


The battle against Argentine ants has 


been waged steadily and consistently. This 
ant interferes with the work of natural en- 
emies of the citrophilus mealybug. The 
cost for labor and materials for the ant 
campaign is met by the growers. 

Codlin moth caused a higher percentage 
of damage to walnuts during the fiscal year 
than in the past, because the mild winter 
of 1925-26 did not kill off the usual percent? 
age of overwintering larvae. On account of 
the light crop, some properties were not 
sprayed because of the added cost. 

Only one case of bulb nematode was 
found in a survey conducted for this pur- 
pose.’ Several cases of bulb files were 
found. There were at the time of the re- 
port, 105 bulb growers in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, and during the last season they pro 
duced 28,857,000 bulbs valued at $1,896,- 
824.23. Pecan leaf case-bearer, first found 
in the spring of 1925, appears to have been 


eradicated entirely. The same seems to be - 


true of Taspberry root borer. 

The chief weed pest combatted has been 
puncture vine, and the work appears to be 
well under way and the pest in hand. 
er weeds fought were Johnson gras#, hoary 
cress, Canadian thistle, milk thistle, Rus 
sian knapweed and spiny clotbur. 

BLIGHT REDUCED 


The open winter of 1925-26 made possible 
extensive work on pear blight in the Ante- 
lope Valley, and the results are regarded as 
justifying the expense. Comparatively lit- 
tle blight appeared this season in the pear 
orchards there. 

The usual ground squirrel control meas- 
ures were continued. Infestations through- 
out the county have been decreased and 
less acreage was treated than during the 
previous year. Apparently many land own- 
ers prefer to allow the county to treat the 
land for rodent pests and to pay the cost of 
the work, rather than attempt to treat the 
ground themselves. 

According to the report, Los Angeles 
county contains approximately 45,000 colon- 
fies of bees. This was. the first year for 
apiary inspection under the direction of the 
county horticultural commissioner, and dur- 
ing this period 25,224 colonies were inspect- 
ed. Of these, 1286 were found infected with 
American foulbrood, 82 with European. foul- 
brood and 76 with minor disorders. The 
decline in infected colonies has been rapid 
and the report states that bee keepers gen- 
erally seem to approve of the new system 
of having this work administered from the 
commissioner’s office rather than to have a 
bee inspector working alone.

Mr. Lusby spent sixteen years in Guadala- 
jara, Mexico, where he was active in the av- 
ocado business, and learned about his pres- 
ent method of curing the fruit there. He 
has conducted many experiments with the i

A novel method of propagation practiced 
by Mr. Lusby is the incubation of the seeds 
in order to force them to sprout five or six 
months sooner than normally. The seeds 
are kept at a certain temperature and later 
set out in the nursery, where the seedlings 
take root immediately and thrive. At pres- 
ent there are over six thousand young seed- 
lings ready for budding in the nursery. 

Mr. Lusby has recently purchased five 
acres in the Fallbrook district in San Diego 
county, where he intends to set out his 
trees. He expects to plant a considerable 
area to the Prince and Lyon, varieties that 
have an upright growth and can be planted 
close together. Fuerte and Dickey A will 
take up the rest of the plot with the excep- 
tion of some space to be given over to ex- 
perimental plantings. 

Mr. Lusby is “primed” with recipes for 
preparing avocados. Here is ene a la Mexi- 
can style which he says he has given to 
many customers: 

“Take an avocado and mince it thoroush- 
ly with a fork, add heart of artichoke-and 
heart of celery cut up fine. Boil an egg for 
forty minutes and cut-up fine, and add to 
salad. Then add small onion cut fine and 
mix the whole salad and serve on a slice of 
tomato. “Pour salad dressing over and place 
a stuffed olive on top. Add enough salt for 
taste.”

ranch irrigation in the Mojave Valley farm- 
ing centers it is customary to construct an 


earthen reservoir with Fresno land scrap 
ers. It is very difficult to-get the bottom, 
and more particularly the banks, tamped 
sufficiently to prevent serious loss of water, 
especially if the soil is sandy. In some 
cases clay is hauled from a dry lake bed, 
if there is one near by, for sealing material. 
Occasionally a reservoir is lined with ce- 
‘ment, but this process ig relatively expen- 
sive. Oil is a satisfactory material for seal- 
ing reservoirs, and thuch. cheaper than ce- 


ment. 

Realizing the need for practical improve- 
ment. in farm reservoir construction, @s- 
pecially as new reservoirs are to be built 
soon at Harper Lake, the Extension Serv- 
ice recently arranged for J. W. Wood of the 
Gilmore Oi] Company to examine condi- 
tions at Harper Lake and Hinkley, to de- 
termine the adaptability there of. the as- 
phalting method used in the construction of 
the new Arrowhead resérvoir by the city of 
San Bernardino. 

The gist of Mr. Wood's recommendation 
follows: “Haul clay on banks, if available. 
Wet and then tamp. Then put on a sealing 
coat with a heavy coat of 75 per cent to 85 
per cent asphalt to prevent ‘wavewash.’ 
About one-half gallon per square yard 
would be required. Then cover with sand. 
A reservoir 125x125 feet, would cost about 
$366 for a six-feot depth. For a four-foot 
depth the cost would be $250.” | 

“For sandy soils, if clay binder is not 
available, use for the first coat one to two 
gallons a square yard of grade 60 oll, then
